INCORPORATION AND REGISTRATION OF COMPANIES 

During the past year 314 Companies were incorporated and 
registered in Alberta, with an aggregate capitalization of $31,993,601.13. 
Supplementary Certificates were also issued to a number of companies 
for various purposes, such as changing names and increasing their 
capital stock. 


REGISTRATION OF MOTOR VEHICLES 


During the year 1921, 39,852 licenses were issued under The 
Motor Vehicle Act, an increase of 1,837 over the year 1920. The 
revenue from this source in 1921 amounted to $718,531, an increase 
of $36,222.30 over that of the year 1920.
